ers by oon^butlng 1300,000 towards 
the national eknpalgn tor |S0,000,- 
000. 

The iiim Bought Is recognlced nn 

being the smallest asked In any hu- 
manitarian campaign growlnR out of 
the war, but the purpose Is without 
parallel, as the amount named Is ask- 
ed of the American people tn ordeV to 
sustain through the winter and Into 
next summer, when they will be in a 
poBltlon to hein thernsolvei, 8,950,000 
Christians and Jews living In Asia, the 
Caucasus, Armenia, Persia, Syria and 
Northern Egypt. 

The quota which Kentucky will be 
privileged to subscribe is one which 
persons acquainted with conditions In 
the State are confldont wi^li be sur- 
passed In a single day of solicitation. 
Brery county in the State will be ask- 
ed to join tn the giving, ^o that the 
Vund wni be sought everywhere on a 
uniform basis. 

The State organization for Ken- 
tucky Is rapidly being compiPtpd, and 
indeed the utmost speed Is required in 
view of the nearness of the campaiRii. 
The Rev, Dr. E. L. Powell, of LouIp- 
▼ille, who U kAown throughout Ken- 
tucky because of his connectioit rf 
pastor of the First Christian Church 
In the State's metropoliR, has been 
chosen as the State Direttor for the 
Campaign, and within a day or so thr 
entire State_ machine will be In work- 
ing order. County Chairman in every 
oounty are in the process of selection, 
and oounty quotas will be announced 
when the organization is perfected. 

Though the Campaign Is sanctioned 
by Congress, Governmental aid to tli>' 
stricken peoples of the Near East Is 
not possible because they have no 
GoTemment to which a loan could be 
'ilttde.' "ThV Reff Cross likewise ^- 
dorsog the project, and the arrange- 
ment is such that there is no over- 
lapping of effort, in relief work.

NITRATE CHEAP 

Goremment Is tu Nell Mtratc For 
FertUlier Tbrouffk Couty Afeit 
md Speefail CmmMtt, 

Washington, D. C, January 13— No- 
tice has been given to George Kirk, 
Agricultural Agent for Mason county, 
that' the U. 8. QepartmsBt of Agricul- 
ture will sail at cost a supply of ni- 
trate of sods to nrmers in Mason 
county. 

The nitrate will be sold under tbe 
authority of the Food Control Act and 
subsequent legislation relating thece- 
to. The price will be $81 a tranree 
on board oars at loading polpt'or port. 
Farmers are to pay in a^^dluon freight 
to their shipping poloCs. 

How tn Obtdn Nitrate 

.Applications for a part of the ni- 
trate bought by the government will 
be re9eWed only from actual farmers 
or owners or holders -of f^rms fqr use 
on their land, and may be made thru 
(■(Hinty A^ent Georne Kirk or through 
any member of a local coniniittec con- 
sistinn of (', I.. Mains, Tlionias Hop- 
per, George Oodaon and Mrs. Jennie 
Zlegler. 

No money will be required with the 
application but upon notice from the 
authorized representative of the De- 
partment of AKricuilure farmers whr 
linve signed anplicatlons mnst deposit 
with a local bank,' association, or indi- 
vidual, designated by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to act aa the farmers' 
agent for that purpose, money to cov- 
er the cost of the fertilizer except the 
freight charge. In practically every 
case the money will he paid to n 
County Nitrate Distributor designated 
by the Department of Agriculture. Ni- 
trate will be shipped to distributors 
on sight draft with bill of lading at- 
tached. Distributors will pay draffs, 
take up the bills of lading, collect 
money from farmers and distribute 
nitrate to .fajrmerg. Arrangements 
have been made to secure a large 
quantity of nitrate and it is believed 
that all reasonablle requirements can 
be met 



In connection with the above an- 
nnuncemeilt, I'wish to say tliul nltrati 
of soda Is very highly recommended 
as a fertilizer for tobacco. Although 
Ik ordinary crops Ave cents per pourfd 
is a prohibitive price for fertilizer, yet 
at the present price of tobacco the 
100 ponnils re(i\iired per acre tn stim- 
ulate early growth will show improve- 
ment worth many times that. Please 
note that all orders for the nitrate 
must be in on or before Saturday, Jan- 
luary 25. 

i Nitrate of soda is also very bene- 
licial to orchards. The nitrate is soat- 

Icrcd on the ground under the trees, 
starting about 12 Inches from the 
trunk and working out to within 
wout a toot of the spread of the 
branches. Five pounds per tree Is the 
alnount to use. For young trees a 

sihalier amount is used.

jGardener^ are also able to use this 
fe»'tlllzer on account of the increased 
yield of vegetables obtained. Most in- 
tenkive crops may be treated with nl- 
traie of soda at a gfeat profit under 
usufal conditions.

Americans who are enaouraging the^antoin^ wedge of state bo- 
cialism in cur conntry and those yAo oonsoiotuly or nnoonBcionsly 
give aid and comfort to the red flag propaganda in Europe may leatm' 
what it, nil means wTien carried to its logical conclusion by noting 
the , following itms taken chiefly from the comment of an eminent 
AmeriQap' ^editor recently retun^ied from abroad: 
- European Russia this coming winter will be the wood's most 
awful graveyj^rd. 

Famine is hot a.pohsibly, it is coi tninty. It is today an actuality. 
Pestilence is reaping the first crop of gigantic harvest. 

The working people are simply predest^ed victimi of hunger 

and disease. Promotive 4kBor has )mn annihilated and no nation 

can live without it. 

All financial system has vanished. Debts have been repudiated, 

hanks abolished, and the gold reserve of the nation largely stolen. 

■ Commerce, even from the standpoint of 1917, does not exist. , 

The available fuel supply has largely disappeared. The oil fields 
still unbumed are not working. The coal mines have been flooded. 

Railroad tracks and rolling stock are rapidly going to pieces. A 
few railr(jads are operating, but as private concerns in the hands of 
enterprising bandits. Each station has its own tariff for passengers 
and freight payable in the ciirrency of that particular place. 

Manufaoturing is at a standstill— nine-tenths of the factories 
liave been shut down. Many i£te heaps of ruins, destroyed by the 
Bohshevists. 

Cotton fabricating i» practically a mAnory— large quantities 
of cotton were burned, because it was believed to haye belonged to 
the banks. 

It is estimated that only 20 per cent, of the tillable lands of Eu- 
ropean Russit were put into ciops tliis year. Many large agricul- 
tural estates have been burned or destroyed. Live stock and imple- 
ments of prosperous farpers were stolen and divided among the loot- 
ers. 

Of the 2,000,000 population of Petrograd before the ^ar, 1,500,- 
000 have disappeared. The city looks dreary, desolate. Bolshevist 
soldiers and their families are living in the deserted homes of the 
well-to-do. Hotels, restaurants, cafes, offices are closed. The middle 
classes are excluded from public eating places and are starving by 
thousands. Many well-known persons have been shot or starved to 
death. In addition to enduring the terrible famine conditions tlic 
Russian people must submit to a reign of violence, brutality and mur- 
der at the hands of the armed minority, and all in the name of free- 
dom of the masses, through the socialistic stnto. 

Our lesson, then, is obvious and so is our duty. The Russian 
paople sacrificed over 3;000,000 of their men in holding several Ger- 
man armies off of France during the first two years of the war. 
Should not we and our allies be on our way in large force to rescue

New York— Details of the form to 
be taken by Its nation-wide campaign 
to combat the Bolsbeviki in America, 
recently announced, were made pub- 
lic today by the National Security 
League. The League again empha- 
sizes het fact that its ettorts will not 
be directed against Socialism as such 
but be.oonflned entirely to coun- 
teracting the yarlous un-American in- 
fluences parading under the guise of 
SoclallBm. 

The League's statement reads, — 
"The National Security League is de- 
finitely opposed to entering Into any 
discussion on the economic claims of 
Socialism. The League has no issue 
as a patriotic organization with the 
Socialists on their economic doctrines 
any more than with those who uphold 
free trade, single tax. or prohibition. 

"The League will center its attack 
on the following issues, where the 
Bolshevist program Is in direct oppo- 
sition to American Kovernment, Amer- 
ican Ideals, and America's war. All 
good Americans will agree in their 
opposition to tbe propaganda of any 
group which aims at revolution, be- 
lieves in government by tlie minority 
antagonizes the Constitution and the 
Supreme Court, and whose or^anizu- 
tlon and rules are opposed to demo- 
cratic government 

"L The consistent attitude of ndCny 
Socialista, before and during the war, 
was sedltloiius, anti-American, and 
distinctly and definitely pro-Gerninn 
In purpose and effect. Since ttie ar- 
mistice was signed, the outgivings of 
many Socialist leaders have Men aim- 
ed at helping Qermany to escape' re- 
tribution and punishment.^ 

"2. The League characterises aa 
un-American, and will combat as such 
the principles of any pronp which 
forbids its members to enter^the Arbiy 
or tbe Navy; prartdes for expulsion 
of nya member who iotes for an 

IArmy or Navy Bill, or for war fi- 
nance; and requires every member to 
vote only for certain candidates under 
penalty of expulsion. 
"3. Heretofore, tbe un-American So- 
cialisto aesnmed the attitode of put- 
ting the defenders of goTemment on 
the 'defensive. Americans had a ten- 
glbie government 19 defend while they 
had only untried theories. They and 
their brothers In Russia now have a 
ecord of achievement, a record of 
urder and atrocity. 
"4. The published Constitution of 
tike Soviet Qovernment and the doc- 
tifnes of Lenlne show that the Bol- 
vlst program Includes Ideas on la- 
boV control which are absolutely con- 
traf-y to the ideal of Ame^can labor.

Tobacco sales have boeu remark- 
ably high during the past week on the 
markets' of t]i« States, and both crop 
and sale aterages hav^ encouraged' 
the growers, who are now planning 
for next sonnon's crop. Farm corre- 
spondents report lnrj;(i v\\t\i sales and 
as much tobacco on tlie breaks for the 
•ales^thls week as there has been at 
any previons time. All markets In the 
hurley section are oiwn and report 
successful operation. 

Total sales, averages and amount 
on breaks at this tiino exoccda any 
previous records at Paris, Winches- 
ter, Mi dterling, Flemingsburg, Car- 
lisle and MaysTlUe. Very little tobac- 
co has been sold for less than flO a 
hundred and nearly every market has 
reported at least one sale of $80 a 
hundred, while crops avera^■illg $40 to 
$50 a hundred are common. 

The total sales for the week at Lex- 
ington amounted to 6,087,115, which 
was sold at an average of 8186.89 a 
hundred. The past week's sales 
brought the total for the season at 
Lexington to 14,97.3,020 pounds and 
the seasonal average is f34.63. 

Farm land in Kentucky is selling 
and renting higher than srer before. 
No matter what the prices were In 
the county hefore. It Is an assured 
thing that the prices this month and 
next win be higher. Mules are selling 
high and corn is bringing $8 a barrel 
in every sale. There are more tenants 
than available farms and snlirentlng 
Is belnp; con sidored where the appli- 
cant is very desirous (if jiroenring 
more land for the cultivation of next 
season's crops.
